1. CHARGE DISCUSSED UNSC MEETING ON LEBANON APRIL 19 WITH DIRECTOR 
INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS OFFICE FSFA AJANOVIC, PRESENTING ARGU- 
MENTS IN STATE 70565 AND PREVIOUS. 

2. TYPICALLY, AJANOVIC ASSURED US OF YUGOSLAV INTENTION WORK 
TOWARD RESOLUTION WHICH SUFFICIENTLY BALANCED TO BE ACCEPTABLE 
TO ALL MEMBERS. HE REITERATED FAMILIAR ALLEGATION THAT YUGOSLAVIA 
HAS MORE REASON THAN MOST OTHER COUNTRIES TO CONDEMN 
INTERNATIONAL 

TERRORISM, STATING THAT SEARCH FOR EFFECTIVE MEASURES TO THIS END 
IS DESERVING OF UTMOST EFFORT AND " SACRIFICE" BY ALL UN MEMBERS. 

3. AJANOVIC WENT ON TO SAY, HOWEVER, THAT YUGOSLAVIA DOES NOT 
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FEEL THAT THE SAME EMPHASIS SHOULD BE GIVEN IN CONDEMNING STATE 
TERRORISM ON THE ONE HAND AND TERRORISM BY INDIVIDUALS ON THE 
OTHER. WHERE ONE STATE EMPLOYS ITS ARMED FORCES IN SYSTEMATIC 
VIOLATION OF SOVEREIGNTY OF ANOTHER, MATTER CANNOT FAIL TO BE 
OF GREATER CONCERN TO UN MEMBERSHIP THAN INDIVIDUAL ACTS OF 
TERRORISM. CHARGE ARGUED THAT ONE GIVES RISE TO THE OTHER, 
RESULTING IN EXPANDING CYCLE OF VIOLENCE WHICH THIS SC MEETING 
SHOULD TRY TO BREAK, BUT AJANOVIC REITERATED THAT TERRORISM 
ORGANIZED OUTRIGHT BY UN MEMBER GOVERNMENT MUST BE CONDEMNED IN 
STRONGER TERMS THAN " PRIVATE" TERRORISM OR NEGLIGENCE OF MEMBER 
STATES IN FAILING PREVENT USE OF THEIR SOIL BY INTERNATIONAL 
TERRORIST GROUPS. 

4. COMMENT: NOT SURPRISINGLY, YUGOSLAVS HAVE SEIZED UPON THIS 
DISTINCTION BETWEEN " OFFICIAL" AND " PRIVATE" TERRORISM AS 
PRETEXT FOR CONTINUING STRONG SUPPORT PALESTINIAN TERRORISM 
WHILE PROFESSING OPPOSITION TO INTERNATIONAL TERRORISM GENERALLY.
